I he first change adopted in the constitu­ 
tion was the striking out of the words. 
“ with any other League clu b ” in the rule 
forbidding Sunday playing. 
Playing 
rule 
43 
was amended 
so 
as 
to 
read : 
“ Two 
players, 
whose names shall be printed on the score 
card as extra players, may be substituted at 
the end of any completed inning by their 
club, but the retired players shall not 
thereafter participate in the’ game. In ad­ 
dition thereto a substitute may be allowed 
at any time in place o f a player disabled in 
a game by injury or illness, of the nature 
and extent of which the umpire shall be 
the sole judge.” This section is subject to 
the approval of the American Association. 
Rule 41, relating to forfeited games, was 
also amended (subject to the approval of 
the younger Association) so as to give the 
club entitled to the forfeited game the priv­ 
ilege of refusing it. 
Paragraph two of section 41, referring to 
umpires’ salaries, was amended by substi­ 
tuting the rule that they be paid in accord­ 
ance with the contract between them and 
the Secretary of the League, subject to the 
approval of the Directors. 
Section 56 was amended to permit of any 
championship games—postponed on ac­ 
count of ruin, tied or draw n—to be played 
off on the ground of either club by con­ 
sent. 
Application of Al. Nichols, who has been 
on the blacklist for several years, for re­ 
instatement, was refused. The changes in 
the rules at Pittsburg were adopted.

ited it daily and • hit the pipe.’ ’’ 
H e al­ 
leges that Lee W ah & Co. make about 
$2,000 a month out of their gambling tables 
and lottery. 
He claims that most of the 
Chinamen who visit the place were for­ 
merly Sunday-school scholars at Rev. J. 
W. Sproul’s church in Allegheny, hut have 
fallen from grace. 
Yee King says that although used to 
opium all his life, his whole being revolted 
at seeing young American girls led to ruin 
and disgrace through its ageucy. The girls 
are from twelve to fifteen years of age, and 
come to the den generally late at night 
after the dime museums are closed. The 
firm known as Lee Wah it Co. own several 
stores of this kind located in different parts 
of the city. They sell opium. The real 
owner of them all is Sing King, living in 
San Francisco. 
An attache of the police says if Lee W ah 
is arrested he will expose fifteen of the 
worst gambling and opium places ever 
known, which, he soys, are ruining scores 
of white boys and girls.

N ew Y o r k , November 16th.— A short 
tim e ago F. B. Thurber, Chairman of the 
Commercial Union Committee of the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce, wrote to Edward A tkin­ 
son, the well-known political economist of 
Boston, for an expression of his views on 
the subject of a Commercial Union with 
Canada. Atkinson has replied in a long 
letter, in which he takes the ground that 
not only does he favor such a union, but 
also that he can discover no valid argu­ 
ment against it. 
The novel part of his letter, however, is 
contained in a paragraph 
referring to 
Nova Scotia, New Brunswick and Cape 
Breton, the seat of the fisheries dispute, 
and which the late Governor Andrews 
of 
Massachusetts 
is 
quoted 
as 
con­ 
sidering equal 
in 
productive 
capacity 
to New York and Philadelphia, exclusive 
of their fisheries. Atkinson says the popu­ 
lation of the provinces is something less 
than a m illian people. These people have 
received little benefit from the railway pro­ 
ject in the far West, on which Canada's 
money has been chiefly expended, 
but 
they must share the burden of the debt. 
Mr. Atkinson says : 
‘Suppose the Uni­ 
ted States should buy them at a price equal 
to their share of Canada's debt—say fqrtv to 
fifty million dollars—it would "only cost 
five m onths’ surplus revenue. W ould it 
not he a good bargain for us, and would it 
not be a good bargain for the provinces 
and the Dominion? It would enable the 
Dominion to complete the rem ainder of its 
railway system without incurring any fur­ 
ther danger of loss to its credit.”

SLAVERY 
AND 
SLAVE TRADE. 


The slave-drivers of Sacramento, the 
boldest and most cruel of any in Califor­ 
nia, who pursued the victim liev. Mr. Fil- 
ben rescu' d from one of their dens last 
week, have met with a second defeat. Thev 
attem pted by force to drag the woman 
back to bondage by the assault of a mob in 
the open street, and in broad day ; they 
attempted at Davisville to force her from 
the train ; 
at KIrnira they sought by the 
aid of a Constable to carry iier off, having 
by some chicanery secured from Constable 
K incaid, of Davisville, a telegraphic order 
to the KIrnira peace officer to take her at 
all hazards; at the San Francisco landing 
a mob of highbinders was ready to seize 
her, but they were outwitted, and the 
woman safely lodged in a charitable mis­ 
sion. 
Their next move was to apply t® a 
Sacramento Court for warrants for the ar­ 
rest of Mr. 1 ilben anil his associates on a 
charge of abduction. 
Defeated in all these moves, they has­ 
tened off to San Francisco and swore out a 
writ of halieas corpus in the name of a 
man claiming to be tit» husband of the 
woman. 
Hut Irefore Judge Tooliy yester­ 
day it was shown th at she was not re­ 
strained of her liberty, and remained with 
her protectors of her free will, and besides 
she denied emphatically tiiat she had a 
husband in the true sense, as she had been 
married under duress, and had never lived 
with him. 
Lven if it had been shown 
that the petitioner was in truth the hus­ 
band of the woman, there is no law to 
compel her to go with him, a fact the 
slave-drivers 
cannot 
comprehend, and 
which greatly astonished them. 
The writ 
was dismissed, and the woman was per­ 
mitted to remain free, Judge Toohy re­ 
m arking: 
‘‘ It is perfectly evident that 
this woman is not restrained of her liberty. 
T hat she does not desire to go with the 
petitioner, and that if she is given into 
his charge she will Ik; returned to slavery.” 
This is a trium ph of justice, hut only 
the hope can Ik- entertained that she 
will retain her freedom. The slave drivers 
will regain possession of the poor creature 
they have bought. 
They will wait their 
oi»|K>rtunity and abduct her. 
This is al­ 
most certain to happen. 
They will have 
the assistance of a class of lawyers, who for 
a pititul fee will devise legal ways and 
means by which this human being will, 
when again in the hands of the Sacra­ 
mento slavers, he retained in captivity, 
and weak, not to say corrupt m inor Courts, 
wiil second their schemes. 
Yet, this woman’s case is hut one of two 
thousand, for there are upwards of two 
thousand 
of 
these 
enslaved 
human 
Icings in California, and the officers of the 
law make no effort to free them or give 
force and effect to that clause of the Fed­ 
eral Constitution which declares 
that 
“N eitherslavery nor involuntary servitude, 
except as a punishment whereof the party 
shall have lieen duly convicted, shall ex­ 
ist within the 1 nitcd States or any place 
subject to their iurisdiction.” 
In the teeth of this provision, for the 
establishment of which some of the best 
blood ol the nation was spilled, and tens 
of thousands of American citizens laid 
down their lives, human slavery does exist 
and the slave trade is actively and openly 
carried on. 
On tho 4th inst., Lee Moon 
Liitn Shee arrived in Kan Francisco on the 
steamer 
City 
of 
Kio 
de 
Jancrio, 
with 
a 
cargo 
of 
thirteen 
voung 
female slaves. She made no especial con­ 
cealment of her business as a slave trader, 
and on her person carried the detailed ac­ 
counts and bills of sale showing what she 
had paid for each human chattel. 
From 
these documents it was learned that when 
I-ee Moon in August left California fur 
China she had $3,940 10 in her possession, 
which was thought sufficient to buy the 
number of women required, hut when she 
got to Hongkong it was learned that 
women slaves were scarce. 
This necessi­ 
tated a trip to Canton, and in the items 
are found various entries for expenses to 
that place. 
Lee Muon found her money 
short, and on August Kith and September 
3J she borrowed $4,470 from Fan Khing, 
who appeared to Ik- the Hongkong agent 
of the slave ring. 
This, with the money 
brought from ( California, when converted 
into Chinese money, amounted to$s,48’2 GO. 
Out of tills she purchased thirteen women 
at the following prices: $720, $090, $680, 
$F,.y,, $610, $020, $4:55, $400, $390, $«80, 
$0.0 and an old hag at $49, making a 
total of $6,437 paid in the first instance 
for the women. 
In fitting out the women 
for their voyage to America she bought 
two bill-of goods, amounting to $400 62, 
trunks 814, t hiñese wine, chickens and 
lucky pujar $2, copjier-col ired plates $5> 
borrowed twice from her fourth aunt 
$32 50, paid for boat hire $1 and exchange 
$6 18, sundries aud coolie hire $10, pur­ 
chased four tickets for the steamer $1,404 
and the hiring of hotel rooms eost $30 95­ 
In addition she spent $339 30 for food, 
trinkets to adorn the slaves and other toilet 
articles. 
How long do the American people pro- 
IKise to remain quiescent under such infa­ 
mous practices by aliens? 
How much 
longer shall it he possible for these things 
to be. w ithin the sound of school bells, 
under the very eaves of temples of justice, 
and in the heart of eo nmunilies that boast I 
of th eir freedom and that no human being 1 
in the land can lie enslaved ? 
How much 
longer ’.rill the citizens of .Sacramento sub­ 
m it to their Courts and peace officers being 
used for the purposes cf the Chinese 
slavers ? 
In Kan Francisco things are not nearly 
so bad.

They state that a 
great many charges are afloat, the chief of 
which emanate from Michael Hogan. They 
are chiefly that Aull failed to turn over 
books kept by him, had clothing made by 
convicts for outside parties, and that the 
laundry was used for Aull's friends ; also, 
that be was cruel, knocking down and 
abusing prisoners, and made false entries of 
moneys taken from prisoners. It is also 
charged against ex-Director W ilkins that 
lie received $200 for his interest in securing 
the pardon of Sprague, aud that a young 
man in Governor Stoneman's office was 
disappointed in not receiving part of i t ; 
further, that he kept in debt and paid his 
bids tv orders on his expense account 
kept by the clerk of the prison. An un­ 
named party is said to make charges of 
mismanagement against the entire Board 
of Directors, and crookedness concerning 
the letting of the contract for the new jute 
machinery. 
Captain Aull, on his own account, denies 
in toto ail charges against him. The books 
retained were his private memoranda ; he 
made no false entries of sums taken troin 
prisoners, and the clothes spoken ot he 
paid for. Prevention of opium-smuggling 
was not within his province, and be never 
was cruel to prisoners. 
He resigned be­ 
cause he could not indorse Shirley’s adm in­ 
istration. He presents a letter from Mr. 
Shirley, warmly indorsing him and the 
administration of his otlice, and regretting 
the loss of his valuable services. 
He 
charges that W ilkins was paid $250 in the 
Sprague pardon case. 
Charles Montgomery, of the American 
ilxchange, who is said to have paid the 
$250, sacs the charge is untrue ; that he in­ 
terested him self in the Sprague case, but 
that ii was to lawyers whom he consulted; 
that the sum was $125, and that W ilkins 
had nothing to do with it

T H E JÜ T E M ILL AT T H E PRISON. 


The Legislature under the advice of the 
Directors of the Ktate Prison provided 
th at $162.000 might he exjiended in erect­ 
ing additional jutc-bag machinery at San 
Quentin. 
The one and only purpose of 
the Legislature was to employ the idle 
hands in the prison, the present works 
lieing insufficient for that purjxrse. Gov­ 
ernor Bartlett approved the hill with re­ 
luctance. 
H e entertained grave doubts as 
to its wisdom, and was free to express him ­ 
self as doubtful of the business wisdom of 
jute manufacture with prison labor at all. 
Under the Act the necessary steps were 
taken for securing and setting up the new 
plant. 
But consultation lieing had by the 
Directors with Governor W aterman, who 
is authorized under the general law of 
March, 1876, to pass with other officers 


u|kiu the plans,drawings and specifications 
for .ill work upon State institutions, the 
Governor suggested a plan whereby the 
purpose of the Legislature could he carried 
out without expending the sum appropri­ 
ated. 
This plan lias the m erit of being 
simple, practicable and business-like. 
In­ 
stead of erecting additional works, the 
Governor proposes to the Directors to 
double the working forces in the ju te mills 
by putting two shifts of convicts instead of 
one at work in the mills, each working 
the allotted time, hut at different hours. 
This would throw one shift into work for 
some hours at night, and employ just twice 
the number of convicts and double the 
output of the mill w ithout involving anv 
cost for new machinery. T h e only addi­ 
tional expense would he for lights and a 
few extra guards. 
The change in meal 
hours for the night shift would simply put 
more prisoners at work in the kitchen. 
The railroad company having its rolling- 
mills in this city, to increase their capacity 
does not duplicate the shops, but puts on 
two forces of workers, one going on as the 
other comes off. 
In mines, as the Gov­ 
ernor says, day and night shifts are the 
custom, and so, too, in nearly all great in ­ 
dustries where it is desirable to employ a 
large force of men without enlarging the 
machinery plant. It is understood th at the 
plan meets the approval of the Directors, 
so far at least, th at they will give it a 
trial. 
1 here is no perceptible reason why 
it will not work and accomplish the end 
desired by the Legislature, and save to the 
people of the State the outlay of the large 
sum necessary to duplicate the ju te ma­ 
chinery. 
Every dictate of economy ap­ 
pears to justify the scheme, w hile it will 
accomplish at the minim um of cost the 
employment of twice the nuiqbor of con­ 
victs, and for whom industry is essential to 
reform and to effective discipline. 


T h e r e is so m u ch being said and 
charged and denied and conjectured con­ 
cerning the State Prisons, their manage­ 
ment by the Directors and officials in 
charge, th at it will not lie surprising if an 
investigation is ordered. 
At the same 
tim e there is just that looseness and vague­ 
ness in the charges made, that, coupled 
with the fact th a t the persons concern­ 
ing whom 
most is said are no longer 
officials, 
it 
will neither 
he 
surpris­ 
ing 
if 
no investigation 
is 
ordered. 
Ex-Director W ilkins lias addressed the 
Executive in a request for an investiga­ 
tion, Imt the very sensible reply lias been 
made that Mr.W ilkins is not now a servant 
of the State, and there could be no official 
inquiry into the scandals connected with 
his official term, that would result in 
a judgm ent of 
any effect 
whatever. 
But there 
have been 
inuendoes and 
charges of indirect character sufficient, 
it made with positiveneas and directness, to 
w arrant thorough going inquiry. 
It is 
promised by Captain Aull, according to a 
San Francisco contemporary, that some of 
these charges will he formulated and ma le 
sufficiently clear and direct, presently, to 
justify an investigation. 
But at present 
there appears to he a good deal more of 
personal politics involved in the m atter 
than of State concern. 


As AN evidence of the growth of public 
opinion in favor of restriction upon the 
im migration of the undesirable classes we 
have the free utterance of most of the 
pulpits of tho day approving the spirit of 
the sentiment. 
Here in California, on 
Sunday last, was found one of the most 
popular preachers of the metropolis de­ 
claring from the desk to his congregation 
that the importation of Anarchists and 
disturbers of the peace of society is Incom­ 
ing SO dangerous tlu* the avenues of im­ 
migration ought to lie narrowed, and pres­ 
ently be'absolutely closed to the offensive 
class. 
And that sentiment will assuredly 
become the law of the land in due timé. 
It will eventually become the policy of the 
nation 
no. to lim it free speech, and never 
to punish for opinion’s sake—but to refuse 
admission to the national household to 
those whose declared purpose is to make 
war upon our institutions and pull down 
the fabric of our home about our ears.

Last week the Rfcorp-Un ion gave a de­ 
tailed aceount of the rescue of a Chinese 
woman named Fung Lee from a slave den 
on Third street, between I and J. To give 
an intelligent understanding of the whole 
infamous case of outrage and slavery a 
brief resume of the facta is essential. Iíev. 
Thomas Filben, representing the Chinese 
Methodist Misson, received information 
that Fung Ah Lee, the Chinese slave, de­ 
sired her freedom. He set about to accord 
it to her. Two several Chinamen who were 
secured to befriend the woman and Mr. 
Filben, 


W H EN BROUGHT TO TH E SCRATCH, 
Withdrew from the case through fear of 
the highbinders. Mr. Filben finally se­ 
cured the aid of two deputy Constables, 
and on the 8th inst. an hour was appointed 
for the woman to make a break for liberty. 
She dashed out of the house toward a 
hack 
provided 
in the alley between 
Second and Third, I and J streets. She 
tripped and fell, and was immediately 
pounced upon by highbinders and hag--. A 
mob of Chinese collected, Constables came 
to the rescue anil after a terrible struggle, in 
which the woman was bruised and wound­ 
ed, her clothing nearly :orn from her body, 
she was got into the hack, driven to the San 
Francisco train just before it pulled out of 
the depot 
Her thanks to her rescuers 
were tearful, loud and sincere. She tore 
the trinkets ot jewelry her masters had 
placed upon her irom her person and cast 
them away with denunciations of loathing. 
At Davisville a gang of highbinders at­ 
tempted to take the woman from the ear, 
but the passengers aided Mr. Filben and 
tHe ruffians were summarily ejected. At 
Elmira a 


CONSTABLE DEM ANDED T H E WOMAN 
And exhibited a dispatch from Constable 
Kincaid, of Davisville, ordering him to 
take her at all hazards. This outrageous 
proceeding on the part of Kincaid, who had 
no £ Jthority of law for his act. so excited 
the passengers that they defied the Elmira 
Constable to take the woman from the 
train and he did not. At San Francisco a 
mob of highbinders and roughs were as­ 
sembled to seize the woman, but by the aid 
of the United Carriage Company she was 
smuggled out a private entrance to the 
wharf and taken to the Presbyterian Mis­ 
sion. The “ owner " of the woman is the 
notorious slave-driver, Chin Ah Fee. He 
is the same highbinder who stole the 
Vallejo 
woman 
and 
for 
weeks 
had her 
concealed 
in 
Iloptown, 
in 
this 
county, 
whore she 
was 
finally 
found and rescued by her husband, who 
was employed on a Government man-of- 
war. Chin Ah Fee and his wife, Mow 
Yek, keep a slave pen and bagnio on 
Third street, from which the woman Fung 
Lee was rescued. The next move was to 
have Mr. Filben and the Constables ar­ 
rested here for abduction, but that failed. 
Chin Ah Fee then went to San Francisco 
and had Chin Lee swear out 


A W RIT OF H ABEAS CORPUS 
Before Judge Toohy, and it was served 
upon Mrs. Culbertson of the Presbyterian 
Mission, and the case came on for hearing 
yesterday. Mr. Ash appeared for the Chi­ 
naman, and W. F. Gibson as attorney for 
Mrs. Culbertson. Her return was that the 
woman was voluntarily in the Mission and 
not restrained of her liberty, and if given 
over to the petitioner she " would be re­ 
turned to the worst ot slavery. As the wo­ 
man entered the Court-room there was a 
crowd at the dooT, and in the crowd was

lie pushed through and jostled against the 
woman and said to her in Chinese, being 
overheard by the interpreter, “You must 
say you want to go with Chin Lee.” 
The petitioner took the stand and swore 
that he was married to the woman twelve 
mouths ago by Justice C. N. Post, of Sacra­ 
mento ; that he then left Sacramento, but 
had been back once to see his wife. [Last 
week this man swore, in proceedings to ar­ 
rest Mr. Filben and the Constables, that he 
married the woman fifteen months ago and 
had not seen her since.] lie testified, in 
response to Judge Toohy's questions, that 
he rented a room for his wife in Sacramento 
and every month sent money for her sup­ 
port. He admitted, however, that he did 
not send the money to her, bat 


to m s COUSIN 
In Sacramento. He swore positively that 
he never bad seen, nor did not know, Chin 
Ah Fee, the Sacramento highbinder. Yet 
it is a fact that this man came to Sacra­ 
mento last week at the command of Chin 
Ah Fee, and the highbinder at the lime he 
was testifying was at the door of the Court­ 
room. Chin Ah Lee swore that Mrs. Cul­ 
bertson restrained his wife of her liberty; 
that a woman from the Mission told him 
so; that his wife wanted him to get her 
away, and had asked this woman to tell 
him so. 
The woman, Fung Lee, was then put 
upon tlie stand. She swore that she was 
not restrained of her liberty ; went to the 
Mission voluntarily, and wanted to stay 
there. That she had never told any woman 
she desired to get away from the Mission, 
as her husband testified. She swore that 
she had been enslaved in Sacramento by 
Chin Ah Fee, and had run away from his 
place because she abhorred tlie life of a 
prostitute. She said eighteen months r.g■>, 
when he first bought her, she escaped, hut 
they pursued her and brought her ha- 
Then Chin Ah Fee said she must be mar­ 
ried. He brought this man (Chin Lee) and 
forced her to go with him and go through 
the form of consenting to marriage before 
Justice C. N. Post. She did not dare to re­ 
fuse.

friends had told of her desire to get away, 
and that was how it come that Mr. Filben 
and the two Constables rescued her. Judge 
Toohy then said : 
“ It is perfectly evident 
that this woman is not restrained ot her 
liberty by Mrs. Cuibertson or any one else. 
She does not desire to go with this man 
and there is no ¡aw to compel her to do so. 
She is entitled to her liberty under the laws 
of this land to come and go as she pleases, 
and no one must restrain her. 1 am satis­ 
fied that if I should tell her to go with this 
man and she obey, she would be returned 
to the slavery whence she escaped. There­ 
fore let the writ be dimissed.” 


A WOMAN M URDERED. 
The woman tells the officers of the mis­ 
sion that while she was enslaved on Third 
street in Sacramento another woman of her 
class was possessed of a desire to escape 
and gain her liberty. She planned to do 
so but was always defeated by the hag 
Mow Yek, and beaten for her temerity. 
Finally the slave-keepers were so enraged 
at the repeated efforts of the woman to get 
away that Chin Ah Fee one day seized her. 
bound a handkerchief over her mouth ami 
nose so as to gag her, and holding it tightly 
at the back of the neck he got her in a 
helpless position, while Mow Yek pro­ 
ceeded to beat her all about her body in a 
terrible manner and with a cruel skill that 
the Chinese are well known to possess in 
the use of the bamboo. The woman was 
so badly injured that shortly afterwards 
she died, l'nng Lee says that this hap­ 
pened in a slave pen where she was kept, 
and that she was with the woman when 
she died from its effects. It will be inter­ 
esting to know wnat will be the next move 
on the part of Chin Ah Fee to recover his 
siave. 
Many citizens of this city express an 
opinion that Justices of the Peace should 
not solemnize Chinese marriages. Leave 
it to the clergymen and such marriages as 
the one above referred to will never take 
place.

The 
clerks moved about noiselessly. The tick 
of the old clock upon the wall could he 
heard above the whisperings of those as­ 
sembled. In the private office of the Gov­ 
ernor was a mother and father pleading for 
the parilon of an erring son, who was serv­ 
ing out a sentence in prison. The others 
were quietly, patiently, tearfully wailing 
their turn to ¡plead for iheir loved ones also. 
There were no lawyers in that group, no 
salaried attorneys to plead the cause of any­ 
one; it was the ties of kindred, the love 
they bore the wayward ones. Many hai 
been imprisoned long, had suffered years of 
confinement, and tbe grief-stricken mother 
could only t tii k of him as he# darling 
hoy. There was the wife, who had lo3t the 
strong arm that had been her support, and 
witii her the children whose father had 
long been an inmate of a prison cell. Their 
appeals for mercy—their prayers for pardon 
on the ground that the law had been suf­ 
ficiently vindicated, were such as would 
bring tears of pity io the eyes of the most 
hardened, and it the Governor could not 
grant their request he sympathized most 
thoroughly’ with tlie grief-stricken appli­ 
cant. Governor Waterman decided at the 
outset of his administration to do away 
with pardon brokerage, and have one day 
each month to hear applications, it is safe 
to say- that he, and perhaps no other Gov­ 
ernor, ever heard as many strong pleas 
from loving hearts, and witnessed so much 
grief, or so much real anguish, tu one day, 
as he did yesterday’.
